SYMPATHY STRIKES WITH BIU CLOUD ISSUE; SETTLEMENT REACHED 
Strike Escalation 


Editorial Report) The Hamilton THE ROYA. GAZETTE in English on 2 May 1981, 
pages 1 and 2, carries several reports on new developments in the on-going 
atrike action by members of the Bermuda Industrial Union against the island's 
hotels and other tourist services. The paper reports that 3,000 striking hotel 
workers were "fired" the previous day and that 9 major hotels had announced 
that they would be closing. Reacting to this news, according to a separate 
story, “Union prerident Mr Otctiwell Simons, M.P., warned last night that 

there would be no settlement to the current strikes until the Hotel Employers’ 
of Bermida reinstated their sacked employees." In related articles, the paper 
noted that the Supreme Court was being “flooded with writs against the 8.1.U."; 
that more workers from all sectors had joined the striking ranks raising the 
total to around 5,000; that the Bermuda economy was losing “up to $1 million” 
a day because of the strikes; that 7 cruise ships had canceled trips to the 
island; and that the opposition PLP had introduced in the house a motion of no 
confidence in the government over its haudlingof the labor dispute. A spokes- 
man for the hotels, according to the paper, observed that it would take at least 
2 months to get operations back to normal.

\Text) Since we met before, the world situation has experienced great changes. 
The tendency to divide the world realities into compartments seeme to have gained 
momentum. However these realities are more interrelated and complex than they 
have ever been. 


Comprehensive and rigid formula’ can no longer be automatically applied. Unilateral 
attempte at restructuring the international order through the simple use of power 
have failed. It is therefore urgent to find new solutions, new paths legit imized 
by 4 greater degree of international consensus. 


The maintenance and consolidation of peace call for calm and constructive talks. 
it is not only necessary to attain an international equilibrium but that it be 
established on the basis of cnditions ensuring maximum global security, that is 
to Say, on concrete measure for disarmament. 


Such talks demand maturity from those who participate in them more directiy. 

We realize that exacerbated concern with defense frequentiy generates situations 
wuss jeopardize security even more. We cannot wait for the emergence of ideal 
circumstances to initiate the dialogue. The times call for realiem and courage 
to work toward the future with discernment. 


Sra.il hopes that current East-Weet tensions can be effectively curbed. We would 
like to see crises being dealt with within their specific boundaries, before they 
epread. We would like to see West Europe, and especially the FRG, making their 
expc rience in negotiations coun*, to facilitate political interrelations at the 
international level. 


with a global objective and rational perspective in mind, political attitudes 
should also be properly adjusted in the field of economic development. Every day 
events demand that we tackle on priority basis the most important international 
problems affecting peoples and nations. 


Il am referring to the social and economic imbalances of a structural nature which 
threaten to expand even more. I am aleo referring to circumstantial imbalances, 











particularly in the commercial, financial and energy areas, which constitute a 
atrong resistance to the legitimate struggle for the harmonious development of ail 
the @embers of the international community, 


Should the efforte to create a more juet iaternational order fail, mistrust and 
resentment will deepen and the international climate will deteriorate. The price 
of omission is excessively high. 


Both the north and south countries should conduct their dialogue with awareness 
and recognition of their mutual interests, That awareness will give rise to a 
renewed political will without which north-south cooperation is bound to fail. 


We expect the active participation of all nations in this undertaking, particulariy 
that of our companions in the etruggie for development, but aleo that of the 
industrialized nations, which is necessary. 


In this spirit Brazil participates in the effort to immediately enter into global 
multilateral negotiations. And in this spirit, I will be prepared to meet with the 
chiefs of state or goverament of north and south countries thie coming October 

in Mexico. 


The economic interdependence of the modern world is an undeniable fact, and it 
affecte the north as well ae the south. At the political level, however, the 
recognition of that interdependence is not sufficiently strong and this is why the 
international decisionmaking process is so ineffective. 


We must be on guard all the time against all those factors which hinder a clear 
evaluation of specific situations and circumstances. The labels which disregard 
national characteristics and regional dynamics must be rejected, as well as rigid 
conceptions and simplistic formulas. The evaluations which ignore the real roots 
of problems must aleo be discarded. The political process must not be reduced to 
options between conformist attitudes and traumatic measures. 


Crises are also signs of transformation, of redressed abuses, and repaired historical 
injustices. Thus, crises call for understanding and levelheadedness, not for 
confrontation and clashes. Their specific character must be respected so that they 
can be successfully Jealt with by the international community. 


Stagnation or retrogression will not make for viable solutions in-a changing world. 


Brazil is also a Third World country; the facts prove that this is so. We are 
seeking modalities of international relationships which respect national individu- 
alities, which permit the equitable participation of all states in the international 
decisionmaking process, and which ensure the right to full development for all 
peoples within the community of nations. 


My presence in the FRG is the expression of Brazil's interest in continuing, at 
the political level, the dynamic and smooth dialogue which our countries have been 
comducting in recent years, a dialogue that is mandatory in view of our positions 
in the respective regional contexts anc in the face of the problems which beset 
the world. 





Let us hope that the relations between Brazil and the FRG may proceed on the path 
of progress and the wellbeing of our people, which is our common objective.

(Text) Brasilia, 22 May (LATIN-REUTER)=-A retired army general, member of the group 
of officere which promoted the Brazilian revolution in 1964 asserted that here 
in this country there is no place today for coups or military regimes. 


Gen Reynaldo Mello de Almeyda, former commander of the Brazilian lst Army, head- 
quartered in Rio de Janeiro during the term of former President Gen Ernesto Geisel, 
voiced his support for a peaceful change of government in thie nation. 


The retired high ranking officer, currently a member of the Supreme Military Court, 
took part in a debate regarding te national security law, held here last night, 
sponsored by the media and private enterprises. 


He said that in the present situation there is no place for military coups or a 
military junta governing the country. 


He added that within Brazil's current political situation there is only one path 
to be followed: "To respect the peoples decision and a peaceful change of govern- 
ments." 


Gen Melle de Almeyda was involved in the revolutionary process promoted by 
military officers in 1964 when the armed forces took power after ousting President 
Joao Goulart. 


During the debate last night he justified the need for a national security lav, 
currently in force, as a valid tool for the defense of the political opening 
undertaken by this country. 


But he was opposed to the idea of creating an antiterrorism law, specifically 
created to fight that type of extremist violence, as had recently been proposed 
by various military sectors. 


However, he pointed out the different threate from the left revolutionary sector.

STUDENTS ON HUNGER STRIKE PROTEST UNIVERSITY LAW 


Law Termed Elitiet

[Text] Santiago, Chile, 27 May (LATIN-REUTER)--Church sources said that representa- 
tives of the Catholic Church today asked nine students to leave the Metropolitan 
Cathedral where they have been on a hunger etrike for 48 hours, but the group, 
which is protesting the government's education policy, refused to do so. 


They added that church emisaries and lawyers that had been sent by Magr Jorge 
Hourton, auxiliary bishop of Santiago, had talked today with the hunger strikers-- 
four women and five men--and had tried to convince them to give up their strike and 
leave Santiago's main Catholic church, but the effort was to no avail. 


The university students entered the cathedral on Monday night and installed them- 
selves in an inside room, announcing that they were going to follow the example 
of the Irish guerrilla Bobby Sands, who died in northern Ireland recently after 
a 66-day hunger strike. 


In a communique they said that the strike would be for an indefinite time and they 
added: "The example of the Irishman Bobby Sands gives us the belief that the 
defense of our minimum rights obliges us to take a similar attitude." 


In a conversation with reporters they said that they reject the new genera! 
university law that has been drafted by Gen Augusto Pinochet's government because 
it is elitist and it will only benefit the students who have money. 


The protest movement coincides with the release of a document by the Catholic 
Church criticizing the covernment's education policy, accusing it of giving 
stimulus to individual ‘ort and competition as pillars for progress. 


The group of hunger strikers said that if they were expelled from the cathedral: 
we will go somewhere else to continue with our hunger strike. 


The Santiago archbishopric in a declaration released by its Public Opinion Depart- 
ment stated that without giving an opinion on the demands of the strikers, the 
church opposes this type of demonstrations on its property. 
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The conflict flared up after the Chilean educational authorities decreed that a 
university education muet be paid for. Previously, university education in state 
inetitutiona had been free. 


The new university law states that the low-income students can receive economic 
assistance from he state in the form of a loan with the commitment to return the 
funds 2 years aicer obtaining their degrees. 


The group of atrikers asserted that other students who had protested against this 
legislation were detained and then banished to localities in the interior. 


The students indicated that “we are clearly aware of the existence of a people 
and a very large student group dedicated to democracy and that there will be 
advances before any of us dies," 


They also demanded that a student plebiscite be called in order to give an opinion 
in the new university law.

\ll of (Almeyda Merino's) activities are being investigated so that once the legal 
term of 20 days is up, it will be decided what steps will be taken. Minister 
Fernandez added that it depends on the investigations as to whether he will be 
kept under arrest for 20 days or whether a decision will be made before this term 


is up.

After the arrest 
of Clodomiro Almeyda's brother, the vicariate of solidarity of the Catholic Church 
submitted a plea for habeas corpus to the court of appeals.

[Texa.] Sixty-eix guerrillas of the 19 April Movement have been found guilty by 
a court-martial in [piales tuday and will have to serve prison terms ranging from 
8 to 14 years if the security statute is applied. 


Their defense lawyers, among them Carlos Pantoja, said that they will insist on 
the application of the new penal code, which establishes prison terms ranging 
from 3 to 6 years for the crime of rebellion. 


There are five Panamanians and one Costa Ricen woman among those found guilty. 
There are a total of 16 women guerrillas in the group. 


Their sentences, or terms of imprisonment, will be announced 13 June. 


The main arguments of the defense lawyers, including the military defense lawvers 
acting at the government's initiative, centered on the political, economic and 
social situation afflicting Colombia for many years, which has triggered the 
violence, according to the lawyers. 


When the reading of the findings ended, (Isabel) Bedoya Rivera, a Costa Rican woman 
whose husband died in a clash with the army, handed in a document outlining the 





problems afflicting the Colombian people in particular and Latin America in general.

Spadafora, former deputy minister of health of Panama and a guerrilla leader, from 
entering Costa Rica. On that occasion Spadafora announced that he would organize 
1 group of guerrillas to go to El Salvador to join the forces struggling against 
the government there. Some days ago a report was published that Spadafora had 
again announced that guerrillas would be sent .o El Salvador. He reportedly made 
this statement in Costa Rican territory.

[Text] Mr Chairman of the International Conference on Sanctions Against South 
Africa; Messieurs delegates: 


The holding of the International Conference on Sanctions Against South Africa in 
the present international circumstances has a very high political and moral 
significance for all mankind. The fact that representatives from other inter- 
governmental organizations, many non-governmental organizations and personalities 
from all continents are also participating in this conference convoked in accordance 
with the corresponding resolution of the UN General Assembly, confers extraordinary 
authority to its deliberations and agreements. 





Since its inception, the Nonaligned Countries Movement has inequivocally and firmly 
condemned the apartheid policy practiced by South Africa and deemed this policy 

as a very serious violation of the UN charter and the universal declaration of 

the rights of man. The decisions of the recent meeting of the coordinating bureau 
held in Algiers forcefully underscored that position which Cuba once again reaffirms 
in ics capacity as chairman of the movement. 


The struggle against apartheid has become a deep-felt cause for the international 
community. The outcry for the eradication of this sorrible system whose very 
existence is a crime against mankind has reached universal proportions. The 
resolutions adooted at the 35th period of sessions of the UN General Assembly 

so demonstrate. This is also confirmed by the increasingly frequent denunciations 
of many non-governmental organizations and of persons of variouv3; persuasions 
concerned about the brutal and threatening policy practiced by he racist state. 


Condemnation of apartheid is inseparably bound to the condemnation of certain 
Western powers, the U.S. Government in particular, whose economic, technological 
and military cooperation with South Africa, variously concealed, is what has allowed 
the system of apartheid to survive to this date. It is the fundamental cause 

for the aggressive policy of the Republic of South Africa, a veritable state 
terrorism independent of southern Africa and the region's national liberation 
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movements, and is what has enabled the caciets' access to the nuclear technology 
with which they are trying to exert a real blackmail over all the African continent 
and create an area of tension posing serious danger for world peace. 


The international community has recently attended a meeting of the UN Security 
Counci. at which global and obligatory sanctions againet South Africa were requested 
an behalf of the Nonaligned Countries Movement and the OAU for South Africa's 
continued and illegal occupation of Namibia, a territory whose independence is the 
responsibility of the UN organization. 


Though expected, the veto of the Western powers that are permanent members of the 
Security Council to che proposed sanctions was no less monstrous. The international 
community is today facing a brutal and arrogant challenge that it cannot evade or 
leave without an adequete answer. 


Deapite the support of sowe Western powers, particularly of the U.S. Government, 
which has shamelessly proclaimed the Pretoria regime as a traditional ally and 
supplier of important strategic minerals that they cannot forsake, the South 
African racists are now more isolated than ever, they are more repudiated than ever 
and the liberation movements in Namibia and South Africa are developing and 
strengthening in their struggle against the criminal system o: apartheid. 


The apartheid regime is a historical anachronism this late in the 20th century 
that is irremediably doomed to disappear. There is no force in the world now or 
ever capable of perpetuating this system indefinitely and, sooner or later, it 
will disappear. 


In the name of the Nonaligned Countries Movement and the government and people 
of Cubs, we reaffirm our unshakable solidarity with the struggle of the patriots 
of Namibia and South Africa for their freedom and independence, for the total 
elimination of the system of apartheid and for the establishment of a truly 
democratic society where both peoples may exercise the sacred right to seli- 
determination and the erjoyment of the freedoms provided by international law. 


We wish you the greatest success in the conference's work. We are confident 

that it will be an important step in the growing mobilization of the international 
community toward adopting increasingly effective measures to achieve this noble 
endeavor.

[Text] Issue Number 21 of VERDE OLIVO MAGAZINE this week has an attractive cover 
and carries interesting material. This time readers will find articles such as 
the following: Valle [de Caujeri) in Festive Mood, in War and Peace, the 130's 
Fire, Marti's Last J8 Days, and George Bush: The Height of Cynicism. 


George Bush: The Height of Cynicism is the work of Elpidio Valdivia who in two 
pages profiles this character in present-day Yankee policy. The U.S. vice president 
is a child of his country's ofl monopolies. He was CIA director and fa‘ *hful 
defender of Richard Nixon during the Watergate scandal--this is how the vERDE 

OLIVO article begins, adding that Bush's service record is not limited to these 
attributes only. Prominent in his record is his vehement support in 1964 on the 
Republican presidential candidacy of Barry Goldwater. Goldwater is a character 

who became world famous for his caveman-like and absurd public pronouncements. 


That same year George Bush ran for the Senate on the same ticket with Goldwater. 
He came out in his electoral campaign against documents defending civil rights, 
attacked the treaty to ban nuclear tests and (?adhered) to those that called for 
a reduction in foreign aid. During that campaign 17 years ago, he said in a speech 
that the White House should recognize a Cuban Government in exile and support it 
in recovering their country. The VERDE OLIVO article notes that Bush was defeated 
that time and did not win a legislative seat until 1966 when he became congressman 
for an aristocratic section of Houston, portraying himself as a moderate running 
against a more rightist opponent. In that guise he became a mollycoodling servant 
of President Nixon and distinguished himself for his invariable and passionate 
defense of oil monopolies. 


The article says that in 1970 Bush again ran for the Seante but he was again 
defeated because of his strident identification with Nixon. As payment for his 
loyalty to the White House resident, the defeated Senate candidate was immediately 
appointed U.S. ambassador to the United Nations. At the end of his mission, the 
article notes, Bush did not know he would have to face another difficult test | 
his loyalty for President Nixon. It began with his designation in 1973 as ch wD 
of the Republican Party's National Committee. The famour Watergate scandal had 
broken out the previous year when in an action of political espionage, five men 
illegally entered the offices of the Democratic Party. During the 26 months of 
one of the most publicized events in the world, Nixon's responsibility in the 
conspiracy was gradually laid tare unt’l he dramatically resigned in August 1974. 
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However, if Bie capacity a8 head of the Republican Party, Sush did everything 
beth humanly and inhumanly possible to show hie identification with his patron and 
even tried to cover up for him in the charges leveled against hin, 


The VERDE OLIVO article says that one of the periods in hie life which best gives 
4a full view of Bush undoubtedly eceurred when he wae director of the U.8. Central 
intelligence Agency in 1976-77, The article highlights the difficulties the 
White House experienced because of repeated international denunciations of the 
unbridled interference of the CIA in the most unlikely places in the world, The 
denunciations covered 4 lengthy inventery of coup d'etats, plane to assassinate 
political leaders who harmed U.5. intereste, and the destabilization of progressive 
governments. The VERDE OLIVO article quotes the book “In Search of Enemies: 

A History of the CIA,” written by John Stockwell, which saye that President Gerald 
Ford expanded the charter or statutes of the CIA, authoriging it to intervene 
even in countries that had friendly relations with the United States. 


The espionage activities were carried out with euch self-aseurance during George 
Bush's direction, that the U.S. Congress was forced to impose restrictions to the 
CIA's actions.

The article refers to Bush's ultrarightiet militancy and cited as examples the 
speech he delivered at the Eighth Asnual Meeting of the Conservative Political 
Action Conference and his repeated attacks against Cuba in recent months. 


in his speech to the Eighth Annual Meeting, Bush asked the select social group 
listening to him to support the country's new leadership in facing the liberal 
danger in the United States. He then attacked liberals and progressives who were 
against the White House program. Concerning Cuba, the former CIA director has 
been extravagant with his offensive agjectives. He has carefully but unoriginally 
searched for the most anachronistic cliches. In attempting to give the appearance 
of being a knowledgeable anti-communist, he has only succeeded in showing off 

@ most genuine idiocy. 


The article quotes Bush in connection with elections in Cuba and citing the Yankee 
colony of Puerto Rico as a model of free electiors. VERDE OLIVO replies to that: 
After 22 years of Cuban revolution during which the people in arms have proved 
themselves in a maniy fashion in face of a blockade, invasions and U.S.-fomented 
harassment without ceasing to build and elect a new people's government, a nobody 
oilman who has become vice president of the electoral country par excellence reveals 
that representative democracy is the kind that exists in Puerto Rico and that 
exemplary elections are the kind that Batista last organized.

Dear sire: From Morazan, a department in El Salvador, I respectfully address you, 
trueting in your political honesty, demonstrated through so many yeare of 
disinterested service [words indistinct). 


Il am your compatriot, 4 member of an important Christian Democratic family. Now, 

I have been working as a priest in El Salvador for 8 years. Coexistence with these 
people, most of whom are extremely poor, has led me to understand their heroic 
struggle for a just and fraternal brotherhood. At these historic moments, that 
struggle is becoming decisive. In anguish, some of us ask ourselves: Are these 
people going to be condemned to continue their calvary of oppression and death, 

or will these people, within a few days or months, be liberated? 


Today I am in Morazan, accompanying a people's army--peasants who, with weapons 
in hand, have decided at last to put an end to 50 years of misery and pain caused 
by a minority of oligarchs who, at present, in order to maintain their inherited 
privileges, are leaning on the government junta, the armed forces and the U.S. 
Government. 


My role is that of a priest, telling them of God's presence in their just struggle. 
| bear no weapons, because (?that is not) my mission and because I continue to 
feel that violence is a painful necessity. From thie site, I am witness to the 
great goodness that moves the so-called guerrillas, devout Christians who are 
struggling only because they love their people and desi:e for those people a true 
peace. 


When Monsignor Romero was asked: What does the left mean to you, he answered: 

i do not call them leftist forces, but rather forces of the people and their violence 
is just the result of their rage against social injustice. What is called the left 
are the people, the organization of the people, which is voicing the demands of 

the people. This was the monsignor’s opinion, which I can confirm from my own 
experience. 
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At thie site, | am aleo a witness to the cruelty with which these people are being 
massacred, While the popular forces are atriving to protect the civilian popula- 
tion, the armed forces massacre children, women, men and old people in cold blood, 
— indiscriminately bomb, shell and strafe homes, They destroy crops, and so 
orth, 


Yesterday a peasant asked me to hold a funeral masse. Secause they could not find 
him, they killed hie mother, his wife, hie sister, hie sister-in-law and his 
daughters. 


Thie is why we cannot understand the presence of the Christian Democrate in the 
government junta, What Monsignor Romero said in hie homily on Sunday, 16 March 
1980, ia still applicable because the situation has only worsened. He said: 

The systematic and savage crushing of the people who are struggling for their 
freedom is not the way to have democracy prevail on the continent. It is not by 
destruction of labor union offices; dynamite attacks on radio stations, universities 
and churches; the assassination of Labor and political leaders; the mas: acre of 
hundreds of peasante; the intimidation of towne and cantone razed by raids, fires 
and permanent harassment; ideolopica) misinformation and evocation of the communist 
apectre that El Salvador will find the less violent path to salvatior. 


It is for all these reasons that I point out the sad role being played by the 
Christian Democratic Party as an accomplice and accessory to so much destruction 
and massacre. 


As a Christian, I believe in the goodness of men and in this regard, | sincerely 
believe that the initial intentions of Jose Napoleon Duarte and Jose Antonio 
Morales Ehriich were good. However, I also believe that power corrupts and that 
slowly, these men have been converted into enemies of the people, making themselves 
docile servants of capitalism and of the Ronald Reagan admin‘stration, and taking 
on the role of Somoza in Nicaragua. This is not just my personal opinion, but that 
of many Christian Democrats like Ruben Zamora and Dada Hirezi, who resigned from 
their posts in the government because they could no longer continue to be accomp- 
lices to 4 regime that is applying a policy of extermination.

GUERRILLAS RECOUNT ACTIONS IN ‘LIBERATED AREAS' 
PA211449 Havana Internatioual Service in Spanish 0000 GMT 21 May 81 
[Passages in quotation marks recorded] 


[Text] In our interview section today we present statements by guerrillas of the 
Farabundo Marti National Liberation Front [FMLN] of El Salvador who operate in 
the Apolinar Serrano front. These interviews were made by Latin American newsmen 
who visited the Salvadoran liberated areas. 


Efrain, one of those in charge of the people's militias in the area, refers to the 
role of the militias: 


'" 5 peops 3 militias play an important role in the war. The militias have the 
role of supporting the strategic units of the FMLN in the attacks or garrisons, 
ambushes, harassments and combing operations. 


The militias carry out wide-ranging tasks in the sense that they participate in 
combat alongside the FMLN. They not only go out in search of the enemy but they 
also maintain and protect the positions. Therefore, the militias play the impor- 
tant role of incorporating the people in the revolutionary struggle. The militias 
are the ones who incorporate the masses into revolutionary violence. That is why 
they play a decisive role of supporting and defending the positions that our people 
have gained." 


Regarding the self-defense measures that the people's militias carry out, Efrain 
sa‘i: "Many places are defended by the militias and the people who participate 
in the defense because the guerrillas, the FMLN units, are not established in all 
the towns and positions that we have. The militias play the role of watching over, 
protecting and maintaining these places. They incorporate the masses, the men, 
women and children in the defense. They direct them in making homemade armaments 
from material that is available and that nature provides. The militias direct 
the masses and all the people and incorporate them into active defense and [word 
indistinct] all the weapons that are available. As a result, the blows by the 
enemy forces do not cause very many casualties. The enemy is vuable to harm us 
in the positions where the masses and the militias are organized for defense." 


Another of those interviewed was Jesus, section chief of the Salvadoran guerrillas 
in the Apolinar Serrano war front, who refers to the ineffectiveness of the 
offensives launched by the dictatorship's troops against the rebel zones: 
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"The airplane and helicopter attacks inflict paychological damage more than material 
damage or casualties among our forces and positions. The enemy makes huge 
expenditures in war materiel but those attacks have little effect and inflict 

almost no casualties on us. [Words indistinct] amid our positions [words indietinec), 
When the enemy approaches one of our positions the first thing it does is to attack 
with artillery and aircraft. The enemy tries to separate our forces but is unable 

to achieve this objective, Whenever ite infantry forces have clashed with our forces 
we have held our positions and the attacks have been repelled, In the north, 

around (Tejutla), about 5,000 soldiers along with Honduran and Guatemalan troops 
customarily invaded that entire gone. However, they had very little effect, 

Most of the casualties were civilians, women, children and old people. Only five 

of our companeros died fighting after 3 or 4 days of battle with that huge number 

of troops. According to information we received, the enemy sustained about 125 
casualties,”

The communique says she began her activities with the aid of Norma Sofia Valencia, 
Delmy Victoria Rodriguez and Felipe Olivares. She worked with Pedro Bran, Ulises 
Martinez, Ernesto Antonio Fuentes, Rafael Zeledon and Sergio Zelayandia, most of 
whom are out of the country, some in Nicaragua. She also worked with Jorge Sibrian 
Cabrera, who was trained in Cuba. The communique adds that "Clara" menti ned 
several doctors as being involved with the Farahbundo Marti National Liberation 
Front, including Doctors Oscar Edmundo Queffels, Ferrer Denys, Ruben Ene, alias 
"Rastrillo," Barba Y Marquina and his wife, who work for the Revolutionary Party 
of Centra. American Workers (PRTC). Additionally, she mentioned Edgardo Ortiz 
Montes, of the ISSS workers union as a member of the FMLN, adding that Sergio 
Chavez, of Comelca (Company), Luis Marroquin, Juan Antonio Hernandez Tolentino, 
of Industrias Metalicas and Evarist Quintero of Insinca (Textile Company) are 
working for the guerrillas in the northern part of the country and that the 
following are also involved in this activity: Joel Ernesto Baires of Cajas Y 
Bolsas and Magdalena Antonia Vacamonte of Fabrica Diana. She confirmed, according 
to the communique, the involvement of Melida Anaya Montes, Ana Maria Gomez, 

Jorge Ramos, Marisol Galindo and others. 


The social worker will be arraigned in a military court.

"Most of them are born criminals who, without thinking of the divine punishment-- 
since they do not believe in God--show themselves to defenseless people as supermen. 
But when they have to face the army or combined security forces, they flee like 

the most cowardly insects." 


These were the words of a humble peasant, the head of a family of several children, 
who with his wife and his children had to leave his home and his crops behind to 
flee and seek refuge in a safe place, in one of the nearby villages where there 
are army troops to protect them. 


Improvised Refuges 


One of the citits of Usulutan Department where there are such refuges for displaced 
persons is Berlin. The city is well guarded and the extremists do not dare go 
there because they only show courage before the humble people. However, they 

have achieved part of their objective, seizing the scant belongings left by those 
who have fled the countryside, where they come, attack, kill defenseless people, 
sack what little valuables they find and then flee to hide in the nearby hills. 


There is No Evil That Lasts 100 Years 


These were the words of another refugee in the city of Berlin, a parent who filed 
from one of the cantons of the jurisdiction. When asked if he had recognized anyone 
among the extremists, he said: "Those who have been torturing us and threatening 
to kill us if we do not support their actions are men who look as though they have 
just come from hell. Most of them have beards, they are dirty, but well armed. 
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I cannot believe they are Salvadorans because I never thought that our compatriots 
would lend themselves to such dirty maneuvers to achieve a goal they know they can 
never achieve. But chere is a God who sees all, knows all and sooner or later, 

He will give them what they deserve, because there is no evil that lasts 100 years.’ 


They Mistrust Each Other 


We continued to talk with him and we asked him how he describes the extremists 
who have forced them to flee from their homes, if he believes they are communists 
or belong to other bands. 


His reply was immediate: "I only know they are criminals without a conscience; 
some say they are leftists while others say that they have sent to take things 
from the poor; what little we have been able to make with our work. You never 
know what to believe since we only know that both are murderecs." 


The conversation is interesting since our interlocutor is naturally intelligent 
and very awake. We continue talking to him and he admits: "None of us who have 
suffered threats from the subversives believe what they say. We have seen them 
nervous and when they talk to each other, it can be easily seen that they mistrust 
each other. Some give orders which others sometimes obey against their will, 
since it is obvious that they mistrust each other." 


Ending our interview with him, we talk to other refugees who confirm that what 
he was telling us is the truth. Among them are children who look like they are 
sick and not well fed, mothers who cry while embracing their little children and 
who ask when this nightmare will end. 


Uncertainty is clearly seen in their faces. They cannot understand that our country 
is currently suffering the worst crisis in its history. But there is something 
which they all have: confidence in our army and the hope that our divine father, 
the savior of the world, will not allow us to die at the hands of that monster: 
communism.

as an interpreter for a U.S. television network. He later sent a letter to 
newspapers indicating that he had contacted the guerrillas of El Salvador, "not 

to teke up arms, but to give moral support to those struggling for social justice." 


Father Mullan said that “he acted on his own, without consulting his order. If 
he had asked me, I would have told him not to do it.” 


He added that Bourgeois himself admitted that he had not requested permission, 
‘ince that was not his mission in San Salvador. 


“We are all surprised at this case, which is alien to our objectives. We work 
along with the local church for purely religious purposes," Father Mullan said. 


Father Mullan explained thac the Maryknoll Order includes doctors, professors 
and other professionals who apply their knowledge for the good of the community.

(Excerpts/ A new purge is under way in Haiti. The targets are 
the supporters of “Mama Simone,” widow of Francois “Papa Doc” 
Duvalier, the father of the current president, Jean-Claude 
Duvalier. “Mame Simone” and other members of the Duvalieriat 
“old guard” are ceportediy about to leave Port au Prince. 
Already, last March, a firet group of personalities linked to 
the “old guard” were expelled. Last November, by contrast, 

it was liberal figures who were arrested and expelled, in the 
first phase of disengagement from the “opening” undertaken on 
the advice of the Carter administration. 


Port au Prince--Coming to power at the age of 19, in April 1971 upon the death of 
his father, he who was then called /"Baby Doc"/ found himself at one and the same 
time confronted with an all-powerful apparatus of powe: theoretically at his dis- 
posal, and with the problem of all heirs; to make a name for himself. The machine 
was, in effect, geared to carry out only one policy: that of his father. And, in 
case he might have been tempted to ignore the obvious, Papa Doc's old companions, 
concerned both for continuity and for their own personal interests, were there to 
remind him. As things turned out, the liberalization period was marked by the 
election of one opposition deputy to par.iament, and, above all, by an opening up 
of the press and radio. For 3 years one could observe the development of a very 
active independent press, including such well-known names as LE PETIT SAMEDI SOIR, 
INTER-JEUNES, and REGARDS. But in this country where 60 percent of the people are 
illiterate, it was radio stations--Ratio-Haiti-Inter among others--that had, 
especially through their Creole-language programs, the greatest impact, and it was 
an extremely critical one. 





At the same time, the president embarked on a cautious transformation of the regime's 
apparatus of repression. The notorious "Ton Ton Macoutes” are no longer what they 
once were: They have been slowly traneformed into an almost ordinary police force. 
They are, at present, almost always accompanied in the performance of their duty 

to maintain order, by the army--which is playing a growing role, whereas it was kept 
on the sidelines by “Papa Doc,” who trusted only the people's militia. Now the army 
is a professional body, which benefits from “American-style” training. 








in the economic field, the two characteristics of neo-Duvalieriam are the growth 

of external relations, particularly with the U.8., and a reconciliation of the 
regime with the mulatto middle-class, “Papa Doe,” whe knew how to play on the anti- 
American sentiments of his people, went through several difficult moments in his 
Felations with Washington, Jean-Claude Duvalier's accession to power in 1971 thus 
Coircided with the strengthening of ties between the U.S. and Haiti. 


The growth of relations with the outside world=-whieh critics call the growth of 
Gependence=-wae expressed in an increase in foreign investment and aid, between 

1968 and 1975, the foreign capital invested in the country grew from $860 million to 
$250 million. In addition to the traditional sectors (sugar, bauxite, copper) 

there Came investment in the creation of “tunaway industries” that fled the countries 
Paying Nigh wages to establish themselves in Third World countries because of the 
exceptional facilities offered them, 


In feality, Haiti today receives more aid pet Capita than any other country in the 
world: 6137 million in 19860 for around 5 million citizens residing in the country.* 


The tivairy between mulattos and blacks is one of the constants of Haitian history. 
Experts differ over the extent to which conflicts due to color of skin cut across 

or override /Other/ social conflicts. One popular saying does justice to this 
Gebate: /"Neg riche ee mulat', mulat' pauv' ce neg."/ /Rich black is mulatto, poor 
Mulatto is black/. The two separate middle classes have been in continual opposition 
for 2 centuries. The mulattos, primarily the so-called “seaside” merchants, who 
were long in the forefront of the scene, are traditionally oriented toward exports. 
Francois Duvalier himself relied on the major black landowners in the interior of 
the country. The ideology of “negritude,” in fact, was for a long time one of the 
main pillars of the regime, which applied itself to “blackening” the administration. 
But it certainly seems that after the soaring flights of the early days and 

several passing fits of temper, the old president was careful not to step on “he 
power structure of the mulattos. After iying low for several years, they were then 
the first to benefit from the normalization of Haiti's economic relations with the 
Outside world and the increase of aid under “Baby Doc.” 


Economically powerful, the mulattos were nevertheless, until last year, politically 
weak. All this began to change the day Jean-Claude Duvalier decided to marry Mre 
Michelle Bennett, whose father is one of the pillars of the mulatto bourgeoisic, 
and whose former father-in-law (Mre Bennett is a divorcee) had even participated in 
an attempted coup against Francois Duvalier. Thus, the dinosaurs saw their 
perennial enemies entering into the holy of holies of Haitian politics: the palace. 
Court intrigues, previously involving two clans (the old Duvalierists versus the 
young technocrats) new threatened to acquire a third dimension! The first result 
was an enlargement of Jean-Claude Duvailier's freedom to maneuver. Obviously, the 
young man had not neglected to read the theoretical writings of his father, one of 
whose long-term objectives was /"the reconciliation of the two elites,"/ black and 
Muiatto, once the imbalance, which up to then had favored the mulattos, had been 
rectified.

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A “Communist Conspiracy?” 


On 26 November, the government had some 50 journalists and politicans arrested, 
forcing a dogen of them into exile, Then, more disereetly, it imprisoned opponente 
in the interior of the country, perhaps as many a6 1,500, if one is to believe the 
testimony of some opposition figures now in exile, One feature shows how quickly 
the “Reagan lesson” was learned in Port au Prinee: The November arrests were 
officially carried out in order to thwart an alleged “communist conspiracy,” 
supposed to be headed by “Caca Diable,” the proof for which remains meager. During 
that time, the tumor was circulating in the country that the Soviet Union, dis- 
appointed with the attitude of the Cubans in Africa, had fined ite sights on Haiti, 
with the object of using black Caribbean soldiers to carry out to ite policy of 
Gomination on the other side of the Atlantic. 


Just at the time when he was shifting his policy, in accordance with the new winds 
blowing from Washington, Jean-Claude Duvalier got the benefit of what all observers 
considered a8 a “blank cheek” from France. Mr Robert Galley, the miniater of 
cooperation, had in fact on 21 November given a speech at Cap Haitien, and the press 
had decided to seize or the most significant extracts for dissemination: /"We want 

to show you, through major French investment, both public and private, our solidarity 
and our confidence in the future...."/ In conelusion, Mr Galley was to announce the 
tripling of Freneh aid in 196i. 


Some had hoped that the endorsement given by Parise to Mr Duvalier's policy on the 
besis of his several strides toward democracy might be called into question as a 
result of the arrests of 26 November. But it has been expiained to us, from the 
French side, that aid was an economic and technical question, whereas the arrests 
were @ political question, and it was out of the question to mix the two together. 
During the meeting of donor countries that was held in early December in Port au 
Prince, the U.S. and Canada protested against the round-up of 26 November, France 
kopt quiet. 


The president for life took advantage of circumstances to rid himself of a lLiberai 
press that was beginning to become annoying. Brought into being because that was 

what the president wanted, it had ended, thanks to the courage of several individuais, 
by standing on its own two feet. It was increasingly read and heard. it had ended 

by becoming an agitating factor, to such an extent that workers frequently came to 
relate over the airwaves the problems they were encountering; not even hesitating 

to accuse individual foremen or employers by name. It had ended by criticizing the 
president himself, who said one day: /"I respected the power of the press, but it 

did not respect mine.”/ 


The etraw that broke the camel's back was the live retransmission on the radio of 
repatriation from Cayo Lobos of the Haitian “boat people” expelied by Bahamian 
authorities (LE MONDE on 28 February). iIn the words of CHITA TANTE, one of the Haitian 
exile mouthpieces, this incident /"enabled the citizen, iiving day by day in misery 

in the siums and ghettos of the capital, to see the full extent of the country's 
Gegradation.”/ Haitians have noted, however, that this time there was no massacre. 

So, the president for life is defining his own style: authoritarian but not dicta- 
torial. Some of his supporters are even going so far as to assert that this round-up, 
which they glibly term insignificant was indispensable, for according to them if the 
trend had been allowed to keep growing, it would necessarily have begun to assume the 
dimensions of a real popular movement and it would have had to be suppressed as such.... 











But the wave of arrests on 26 November was also a result of the balance of power 
within the palace, The extreme right, Gisturbed by the mounting opposition, was 
reportediy already plotting, The arrests were reportedly to cut the ground from 
underneath them, The fact is that Jean-Claude Duvalier eliminated one of the “old 
guard's” cohesive factors,” thie enabled him in early March to strike at the old 
guard iteelf by deporting some 20 figures close to his mother. 


The big winners in the operation are thus the mulatto Bourgeoisie and, incidentally, 

the president himself. The former, already back in the palace by virtue of “Baby 

bue's" martiage, sees the outlines of @ political system that suite it admirably: 
authoritarian, particularily with respect to labor organizations, but not bloody, so 

a6 not to discourage the inflow of indispensable foreign capital. As for the president, 
he Was able to remind both the “liberals” and the “dinosaurs” that he intended to 

be the sole Captain of the ship. Accompanied, nevertheless, by Mrs Michelle Bennett, 
who dreams of being Haiti's Eva Peron.... 


Haiti seems, therefore, ready to enter into a new phase of its history. A phase of 
economic modernization, thanks to the close cooperation between the modernist elite 
of the Country, Solidly in the power seat, and the western nations, without whom 
nothing could be accomplished. But will it have enough time, given the tensions 
created by the ever greater gap between the masses of the poor*® and the “two 
hundred families?" 


Postscript: /BSeveral Haitian opposition figures now in exile in the Dominican 
Republic’ have expressed their fears of being abducted during the Easter holidays 
by a “Ton Ton Macoute” commando team that supposedly arrived from Haiti in the last 
few days. Representatives in Santo Domingo of the Democratic Union of Haitian 
Emigrants, which i8 waging a campaign against the inhuman exploitation of Haitian 
cane-cutters, are alleged to be the primary targets. (Correspondent).

COSTA RICA SEEN SETTING EXAMPLE WITH BREAK WITH CUBA

{[Text) The Costa Rican Government headed by Rodrigo Carazo, who has finally 

begun to understand what we have been saying for so many years regarding communism 
and ite satellites in the American continent, has officially informed the United 
Nations that it has broken consular relations with communist Cuba. 


Together with the report, he also sent to the United Nations a protest over the 
retention by the Fidel Castro regime of a note seriously affecting Costa Rican 
interests. 


The note signed by *he Costa Rican representative to the United Nations said that 
for unknown reasons che Costa Rican permanent mission at the United Nations did 
not receive a copy of a Cuban note, dated 30 December 1980 and distributed by the 
general secretariat on 31 December of the same yerr. It was not until last week-- 
on 13 May--that the government became aware of its existence. 


Apparently other permanent missions to the United Nations did not receive copies 
of the note either. The Carazo regime felt that the Cuban statement in reply 

to a note sent by Costa Rica on 9 December was very serious. This note asked the 
UN General Secretariat to distribute a note sent by the “Independent and Free 
Cuba Association" protesting abuses and threats to political prisoners in the 
Boniato prison in Santiago, Cuva. 


The purpose of the Association of Exiled Cubans was to promote the corresponding 
investigation in a UN member sate which has, as all others, the duty of protecting 
human rights and of rendering accounts of the same. 


President Carazo ordered his ambassador to the United Nations to present the 
Costa Rican protest note. In the note he indicated that Costa Rica would not 
accept any kind of excuse for such a delicate action. 


The official Costa Rican note to the UN Secretary General, states the following: 
I hereby inform your excellency, and by your worthy means, the representatives 
and permanent observers to the United Nations, that my administration has asked 
the Cuban Government to withdraw its commercial and consular representation in 
Costa Rica. 








Meanwhile President Carazo assigned a friendly country to look after Costa Rica 
affaires in Havana and decreed that as of thia date any Cuban citizen wanting to 
come to Costa Rica, having a diplomatic, service or regular passport, regardless 
of the country they are in, must request the corresponding visa at the closest 
Coata Rican consulate, 


The Cuban consulate in San Jose was vacated on the 12th of thie month and the 
belongings of the officials were taken to the airport during the night. 


The reaction of the Costa Rican citizens at the break of commercial and consular 
relations with communist Cuba is apparently unanimous and that the country is now 
more at peace without relations with the Russian satellite in the Caribbean. 


For example, Angel Nieto, president of the Costa Rican Chamber of Commerce, informed 
the local preas that the break of consular relations with Cuba will bring more peace 
to the country because the Cubans were not acting properly. 


In Costa Rica it is believed that the Carazo regime had good reasons for making 
this decision, The reasons include weapons traffic from Cuba and their distribu- 
tion from Costa Rican territory. It is generally believed in Costa Rica that it 
was tle Cuban letter to the Un.ted Nations which offended Costa Rican dignity. 


in San Jose the chairman of the union of chambers and private sector associations 
informed President Carazo that the members were pleased at the government's 
decision to break with Cuba. He added that the rejection of the financial 
assistance agreement with the Soviet Union and the suspension of consular relations 
with communist Cuba have the full support of the Costa Rican people who generally 
repudiate dictatorial and absolutist regimes which have, throughout history, 
constantly violated basic citizens’ rights. 


Now we only have to wait and see which will be the next American country to break 
relations with communist Cuba. Costa Rica has just set the example.

TOURISM SLUMP--Official figures just released by the Jamaica Touriat Board have 
confirmed what has been a ead truth for hoteliers and others in the industry: 
that the 1980-81 winter touriet season was a disaster, According to the Poard, 
hotel room occupancy figures--the barometer of the industry--were down drastic- 
ally in January and February, the two top monthe for visitor arrivale in the 
island during the winter season. January's figure was 48.4%, which was a de- 
crease of 31.4% from the figure of 70.5% which was registered in the comparable 
period of January 1979, February's figure was 54.1%, a decrease of 26.1% from 
the figure of 73.2% registered in February 1979. Figures for March and April, 
the two final monthe of the season, which starts officially on December 15 and 
ends on April 15, are not yet available. Meanwhile, the tourist industry in 
Puerto Rico is booming. An official Government report dealing with Tourtem in 
that country, said: “The tourism industry has continued the vigorous recovery 
that began in 1977. During fiscal 1980, some 1,180,700 tourists visited us, an 
increase of 519,000 tourists from year to year, or 31.2%. Touriet expenditures 
in the past fiscal year rose to $615.4 million, for an increase of $22.9 million 
over the previous year, or 56.7%. This past December, the tourism industry began 
one of its best seasons, as noted by the Hotel Association and by various other 
enterprises in the tourism sector. This sector has been atded by among other 
things, the new and additional air services brought about through government 
efforts and by the broadening of advertising campaigns."

Gonzalez Jameson 
summarized the principal programs of the overall Mexican development plan and the 
national industrial development plan. He stressed that Mexico, as a result of the 
need for its progress, offers broad prospects to foreign coinvestors with attrac- 
tive support if they are established in industrial ports. 


Lastly, he emphasized that foreign investment is necessary in che priority areas 


of the national economy where the path of coinvestment at this time presents great 
possibilities.

BENEFIT FROM INVESTMENTS EXPECTED--Mexico City, 23 May (NOTIMEX)--As a result of 
the efforts of the Mexico-Japan Organization for the Development of Coinvestments, 
Japanese businessmen and goverument will substantially increase investments in 

this country beginning next year. The announcement was made by the spokesman of 
Japan's Foreign Trade Developing Organization--JETRO--Carlos Lalanne, who added 
that Japan's investments in Mexico--600 million dollars--will increase considerably. 
Lalanne stated that at present the Japanese enterprises’ accumulated direct invest- 
ments abroad amount to 26.8 billion dollars (643 billion 260 million Mexican 
pesos), which makes Mexico the fourth country following the United States, England 
and the FRG. Just last year alone, Japanese investments abroad amounted to more 
than 4.6 billion dollars, which is 64 percent greater than the amount invested 
the year before. With respect to Japanese investments in Mexico, 85.3 percent 

was directed at the manufacturing sector, within which it occupies the first place 
in transportation industries. Other areas in which Japanese capital participates 
in Mexico are the chemical industry, ferrous and nonferrous metal industries and 
the electronic industry.

REPATRIATION OF GUATEMALAN REFUGEES—Mexico City, 24 May (AFP)--Some 450 Guatemalan 
refugees who crossed the Mexican border fleeing the political violence rocking 
their country will be turned over to the Guatemalan authorities, it was announced 
today. Gen Manuel Sanchez, commander of Mexico's 33d military zone, confirmed that 
the Guatemalan refugees will be returned to their country in 1 or 2 days, the 
center-leftist Mexican newspaper UNO MAS UNO has reported. It has been learned 

in the Mexican capital that the Guatemalan exodus to Mexico began with 500 people, 
but that about 50 died on the road. The group was reportedly fleeing the Guatemalan 
troops that were harassing the people in El Peten with their helicopters and planes.

[Te c] Flights to the Atlantic coast have been canceled because of a shortage of 
Spare parts and because Lanica planes are no longer in operating condition. 


The cancellation of Lanica flights to the Atlantic coast was considered a last 

resort by pilot Marcos A. Aguado. He said that maintenance mechanics had been 

telling the administration about this shortage of spare parts and that although 
this stood in the way of operating the planes, nothing has been heard from the 

administration. 


Now, it is too late because it takes at least 3 months to repair an aircraft for 
it to be safe, Aguado added. He referred to the administration of the Ministry 
of Transportation as bureaucratic. 


Here is pilot Marcos A. Aguado on the basic problems at Lanica: 


[Begin recording) [Aguado! They were warned in good time. We warned Lanica 
administration channels that we needed many spare parts for the operation of these 
Slanes. The spares never came and our fellow mechanics could no longer sign books 
in which they authorized and took responsibility for the safety of flights. 


All of these planes have logged 2,000 and even 3,000 hours. Taking into account 
that a plane's life is measured by the hour, this means that repairs are at least 
l year overdue. 


[Question] Can you tell us what solutions have been offered by the administration, 
that is, the Ministry of Traneportation, to this specific problem? 


[Answer] For the time being, the Ministry has said nothing about this. It looks 

like there is money for the spare parts; it is around sowewhere. But there is no 

immediate solution. In order to repair each plane, we need to work on it at least 
2 to 3 months. 


[Question] But in order to normalize the fli- eve you talked to any other 
authority in the air force? 








[Answer] Contacts are being made with Deputy Air Force Commander Modesto Rojas 
to see if he can supply aircraft through the air force in order not to interrupt 
traffic to the Atlancic coast. [End recording]

Shortly after it was founded, it became fully engaged in 
clandestine activities, even though its real purpose is to collect intelligence 
information. It has about 30,000 employees. Its budget is estimated at between 
$7 and S86 billion per year. Through the years, this budget has grown in direct 
proportion to the agency's influence over the U.S. Government's policy. 


The newsman asks about the socialist countries’ intelligence services. To this, 
(Walt) answered: 


I am the first to admit that all countries in the world have intelligence services, 
including the socialist countries. However, among all intelligence services, the 
CIA is the only one whose activities are not limited to collecting intelligence 
information but, as everybody knows, it is an apparatus whose function is to carry 
out clandestine work of destabilization and intervention in the domestic affairs 

of other countries.

[Texc) Not long ago, the NEW YORK TIMES reported that the two U.S. citizens killed 
in El Salvador in January were CLA agente. They were working in the country during 
a full-scale civil war under the cover of the American Inetitute for Free Labor 
Development (AIFLD). According to statements by former CIA officials, this 
organization has controlled the AIFLD for a long time. 





It is well to remember that the AIFLD is a creature of the AFL-CIO, It is but one 
of the many chapters of the worldwide subversive tasks covered up by the AFL-C10 
leaders. 


A Little History 


The CIA, created in 1947, was preceded by the Office of Strategic Services [05S]. 
During World War Il, a Department for Labor Movements was created to combat leftist 
labor movements in the world. The department was headed by Arthur Goldberg, a 
young Chicago lawyer who would later be labor secretary of the Kennedy administra- 
tion, a Supreme Court justice, and U.S. ambassador to the United Nations where 

he was an avid cold war supporter. The department recruited men from various Labor 
unions, primarily from the Seamstress Union headed by David Dubins ,. One of his 
officials was Serafino Romualdi, he was to become later a very well-known person 

in his native Italy and in Latin American circles. 


Serafino Romualdi would say later that the Department for Labor Movements would 
do everything possible to bring the postwar labor unions under its control. The 
U.S. intelligence services was aided by agents infiltrated in these labor unions. 
They created the Free Labor Unions Committee which, according to Winslow Peck, 

a U.S. Air Force and National Security Agency former analyst, should have been 
the main divisionist tool within the European labor movement. Its founders included 
David Dubinski and George Meany, this last one became a notorious pillar of anti- 
communism in the United States and was AFL-CIO president from 1952 to 1979. 
Phillip Agee, a former CIA official described him as “the main CIA collaborator 
in the U.S. labor movement and for the implementation of operations within the 
international labor movement." Likewise, Winslow Peck said: Meany established 
contacts with the CIA long before assuming the AFL-CIO presidency.

officials of the AFLeClO international organizations, acting under CIA instructions, 
implement the moet varied taske of subversion and espionage from within foreign 
labor unions, This goes from pro-Yankee information and propaganda among its 
membere to the organiazation of strikes and coupe d'etat. Sidney Lens, investigator 
of the U.S, labor movement writes in his book "The North American Labor Movement 
Abwoad, The Loveatone Diplomacy," that "the AFL-CIO prefers to create genuine tase 
organigationsa, unions, student groups, women's councils and peasant organizations...

The ‘educational” and “social” activities of the AIFLD seek first to obtain the 
support of Latin America unions for U.S. policies, The AIFLD helps the U.S. 
administration to preisure Latin American governments and when it fails, it helps 
to carry out coupe d'vtat. An example of the inatitute's activities can be seen 

in the participation «f ite officiale and trainees in the Chilean fascist coup 

and in the overthrow o- the popular unity government in September 1973. In the 
International Report of “he Labor Movement, edited in 1979 in the United States, 

(p 1939) it saya: In 197. the institute's training coruses were attended by 

8,837 members of the Chilean labor unions. Several years prior to the coup d'etat, 
79 Chilean labor union activiate had created the Confederation of Chilean Employees 
with the aid of ite trainees. This confederation includes engineers, foremen and 
administrators. Thies organization which received $840,000 from the U.S. State 
Department in 1971 and 19/2, did much to help the striking truckers and merchants 
to create economic chaos in Chile and weaken the position of the popular unity 
regime. The International Memorandum of Labor Movements says: Besides the afore- 
mentioned eum, the CIA gave the Chilean "strikers" $4 million. 


The AIFLD is the main labor union cover for the CIA, Serafino Romualdi, the 
institute's director from the beginning, worked previously for the CIA Department 
of International Organizations. When he resigned from this post, the control of 
the department passed to William Doherty.

LOCAL 900 REQUESTS ANNULMENT OF FLRA ELECTIONS

(Text! In a note sent to Gabriel Perales, regional director of the Federal Labor 
Relatione Authority, Di Carios Aitredo Lopez Guevara, legal adviser of Local 900 
and former Panama Canal Treaty negotiator, is requesting the annulment of the 
elections held in the Canal area on 5 and 6 May 1981. 


Dr Lopez Guevara is basing this request on the tact that these elections were 
organized by the Federal Labor Relations Authority [FLRA] which has no jurisdiction 
in Panama since 1 October 1979, when the Panama Canal Treaty went into effect. 


Dr Lopez Guevara notes that from the legal point of view, Local 900 disregards 
FLRA jurisdiction to organize elections in Panama and added that the Panamanian 
Foreign Ministry shares this position. 


In his note he also says that "the Panama Canal Treaty does not authorize the 
FLRA to extend its jurisdiction to Panama," and adds that "the main thing about 
the new relationship that was agreed upon in the Torrijos-Carter treaties is the 
effective U.S. recognition of Panamanian sovereignty over its entire territory 
(Preamble and Article III)." 


The former negotiator also explains that the U.S. presence is only justified in 
Panama as per the terms of the new treaty and that the United States and its 
agencies can act in the Republic of Panama only if they can point to an article 
or paragraph of the 1977 treaty which "clearly" authorizes them to remain and act 
in ranama. 


Dr Lopez Guevara says that ‘the FLRA is not mentioned anywhere in the treaty 
while the U.S. armed forces and the Smithsonian Institution are." "Simply," 
he notes, "the FLRA, which has jurisdiction in the United States, doesn't have 
any in Panama and is usurping duties that are the responsibility of Panamanian 
officials or those of the Panama Canal Commission only." 


"Mr Perales, it is imperative that the United States fulfill what was agreed ca 

in Article X of the Torrijos-Carter treaty and issue the regulations for the hiring 
of personnel and how they will work." These regulations can only be approved by 
the Panama Canal Commission, Lopez Guevara notes. 
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Dr Lopez Guevara stresses that the era in which the various U.S. agencies could 
send their officials without asking Panama's permission is over with. 


"The Canal zone no longer exists, and Panamanian law is in force now where U.S. 
law used to prevail," the former negotiator states. 


In conclusion, Lopez Guevara says that Local 900, a union that has defended the 
rights of the workers before the Panama Canal Commission for many years, does not 
recognize the FLRA authority and considers invalid the elections held in Panama. 
This local is demanding new elections under the rules of the Panama Canal Commission 
and the Labor Ministry.
